YPRES STATUE 
ON RUBIDOUX! 


Shell Scared Relic Coming 
from Belgian City. 


To be Dedicated to Memory 
f Southland Heroes. 


Elaborate Ceremonies Will 
Mark its Installation. 


Historic Mt. Rubidoux, near Riv- 
erside, is soon to become a conse- 
crated shrine dedicated to the mem- 
ory of the men of the community 
‘who gave their lives on the battle- 
fields of France and Belgium. 

A heroic statue, depicting the eru- 
cifixion, taken from St. Peter's 
Church at Ypres, Belgium, is now on 
its way from Brooklyn where it ar- 
rived iate last week and will be 
placed by the side of the cross which 
already marks the summit of the 
mountain. 

The relic bears the marks of the 
German invasion. Four shells scarred 
the sacred image and have torn away 
part of the throat, an arm and a 
leg, but have left intact the cross 
= most of the pathetic figure of the 


Frank A. Miller, manager of the

The figure is eight 
feet in height and three feet in cir- 
cumference. It is molded in hollow 
bronze and weighs 600 pounds. With

It is intended to install the statue 
with an elaborate. ceremony which 
will be arranged at a later date.

JACK LONDON TALE ON SCREEN 
AT THE KINEMA.

For some reason or other most sea 
stories never possess the desired real- 
ity on the screen. There have, of
